system Nevada is paying out 845,000 
per year.

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


Senator Creaswall's bill to create a 


State Board of Equalization has been 
favorably considered in Committee 
of the whole of the Senate, and will 
certainly pass that body on Monday. 
This bill is intended to secure a fair 
assessment of railroad property be- 
longing to the Central Pacifio and 
Virginia and 
Truckee 
Railroads. 


TJuder the system now iu force road- 
beds are assessed at from 86,000 to 
811,500 per mile. Under the bill be 
fore tbe Legislature it is believed the 
railroads will be compelled to pay a 
uniform tax on at least $12,000 per 
mile. That is a good deal nearer the 
correct figire than the present as- 
sessment, and we hope the bill will 
become a law. 


THE House Committee of Chinese
